For  ourselves,  we  can  say  that  we  ilo  not  belong  to  the  class  of 
Relbrniers  here  alluded  to,  w  ho  hold.  “  that  so  far  as  England  is 
concerned;  even  a  Tory  Ministry  could  effect  hut  little  evil  of 
which  a  Whig  Ministry  is  not  equally  ca|)able.**  Let  us  take 
the  very  worst  part  of  the  Ministerial  policy  for  example,  that 
towards  Canada ;  and  be  it  observed  that  Lord  Stanley,  on  the 
Tory  side,  has  objected  not  to  the  severity  of  the  measures 
proposed  by  Goveniment,  but  that  they  have  not  been  suf¬ 
ficiently  coercive.  We  hold  the  ditference  between  the  Whigs 
and  the  Tories  to  be  this  — that  the  Whigs  will  not  do 
all  the  good  they  might  — while  the  Tories  would  do  all 
the  mischief  they  could.  Again,  we  have  never  rested  our 
preference  of  Whigs  to  Tories  upon  Irish  rounds  merely.  It  has 
always  been  our  opinion  that  the  general  cause  of  Ueforin  was 
better  circumstanced  for  progress  under  a  Government  of  Liberal 
tendencies,  how’cver  feeble,  than  under  a  (lovernment  illilieral  in 
the  grain.  This  we  have  held  independently  of  Irish  considerations 
altogether,  but  we  have  certainly  been  strongly  confirmed  in  these 
views  by  the  vast  benefits  which  Ireland  has  apjpeured  to  enjoy 
under  the  present  Administration. 

We  say  appeared ^  for  it  is  clear,  from  the  language  used  in  the 
passage  which  we  proceed  to  quote,  that  the  Birmingham  Union  is 
disposed  to  differ  with  the  people  of  Ireland,  as  to  the  extent  to 
whicli  that  part  of  the  empire  has  profited  by  the  present  Govern¬ 
ment.  The  passage  is  as  follows  ; —

Julies  impartial  and  rfftetive  9  Th^  support  1.4ird  Malgrave  :  did  they  not 
support  Lord  Anglesea  ?  ’  If  Lord  Mulgreve  had  been  at  rolddieerted  as  ka 
is  kind,  and  as  ignorant  as  he  is  enligliteiied,  who  will  say  that  Whig  favour 
and  Whig  protection  would  not  have  been  extended  to  him  with  the  same 
cheerful  alacrity  ?  Is  there  anything  in  their  words  or  their  acts  that  shows 
them  to  be  less  kindly  dis[>osed  towards  Sir  Francis  Head  and  i^rd  Goafhrd 
than  towards  Lord  Miilgrave?  And  will  it  (or  a  moment  be  believed,  that 
they  who  have  so  eagerly  esfioused  the  causa  of  oupression  and  tyranny  in 
Canada,  can  he  sincere  in  their  admiration  of  guoil  and  juat  goveraroent  in 
Ireland  ?  The  present  peace  of  Ireland  rests  upon  a  basts  mkick  time  taci’if- 
ably  must  and  a  thousand  accidents  may  destroy  ;  and  are  we  to  be  gravely 
told,  that,  for  the  sake  of  continuing  to  Ireland  so  very  precarious  a  blessing, 
we  are  to  make  willing  sacrifice  of  all  that  we  deem  efcsential  to  the  well* being 
of  the  empire  ?

•  A  Manifesto  of  the*.**  Birminguam  Political  Union”  to  the 
“  Kkfoumeiis  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,”  is  now  before  us. 
ITic  docuTuent  is  well-written,  and  it  proceeds  from  a  body  which 
has  established  a  just  title  to  the  respectful  attention  of  tnose  to 
whom  it  is  addressed. 

We  find;  therefore,  with  not  a  little  pain,  in  this  Address,  a  line 
of  conduct  recommended,  with  respect  to  the  Ministry,  which  we 
cannot  but  think  the  Birmingham  Political  Union  has  only  been 
induced  to  sanction  by  the  feelings  of  irritation  produced  by  the 
declarations  of  Lord  John  Russell, — declarations  well  calculated, 
there  can  be  no  doubt,  to  offend  Reformers,  but  which,  at  the 
same  time,  cun  do  the  popular  interest  but  slight  damage,  if  Re¬ 
formers  have  not  the  weakness  to  suffer  their  resentments  to  master 
their  discretion. 

The  Address  states,  in  most  explicit  language— 

‘  **  Th«re  ii  no  oonme  lefi  yon  but  the  unequivocal  and  abaolute  refiDquiah- 
neat  of  the  cauae  of  Reform— of  your  own  cause — and  the  expulaioa  from 
office  of  men  who  have  declared  that  the  success  of  your  cause  and  their  |x>li- 
tical  existence  are  utterly  incompatible.*’ 

Now,  before  the  Birmingham  Political  Union  is  justified  in  pro- 
|)ounding  this  alternative,  two  points  ought  to  be  proved  : — it  ought, 
ui  the  first  place,  to  be  shown  tliat  there  are  no  further  improve¬ 
ments  or  extensions  of  iK>pular  privileges  to  be  expected  from  the 
present  Ministry  ;  and  secondly,  it  ought  to  be  demonstrated, 
beyond  a  shade  of  iloubt,  that  the  cause  of  the  people,  in  every 
{Mition'oT  the  empire,  would  be  furthered  by  a  restoration  of  the 
Tories  to  power. 

The  formw  ground  is  pk^oly  untenable,  Lord  John  Russell  him¬ 
self  ba?icig»  m  the  same  speech  in  which  he  made  his  wet^  decla¬ 
rations  i^nst  the  carding  measures,  avowed  his  readiness  to 
improve  the  lleforin  Act  in  details,  to  iinproye  the  system  of 
Registration,  and  to  amend  the  Rate-paying  Clauses.  Any  or  all  of 
these  improvements  ore,  no  doubt,  of  small  value  compared  with 
the  great  objects  to  which  Lord  John  has  declared  himself  opposed  ; 
but  they  still  indicate  a  pretty  broad  space  between  Whig  and 
Tory,  and  to  the  extent  oi  that  space  the  Whigs  are  clearly  with 
the  people.

This  appears  to  us  an  ill-chosen  moment  to  broach  the  doctrine, 
that  between  Whir  and  Tory  there  u  no  difference  as  to  lueasiires. 
The  Irish  will  scarcely  fail  to  remark  that  this  is  a  language  oi 
which  little  was  heard,  until  their  own  more  pwticular  interests 
became  the  chief  objects  of  Ministers.

LOltD 'BROUGHAM  AND  LORD  MELBOURNE. 

The  Hous^  of  Lords  hns  been  enlivened  this  week  bv  a  shnrr> 
perewal  altercation  between  Lord  Brougliam  and  Lord  Melbounlf 
In  the  course  of  a  sp^  on  the  Royal  Message  relating  toX 
Duress  of  Kent,  Lord  Brougham  described  her  Royal  Hiriin^! 
as  Queen-mother,  upon  which  Lord  Melbourne  interrupt^ 
saying,  **  no,  not  Qiieen-mother,  the  mother  of  the  Queen.” 

Lord  Brougham  fired  at  this  correction,  thinking  it  (as  he  after 
wards  explained)  intended  to  taunt  him  with  not  knowing  the  Ian* 
guage  of  the  Court  as  well  as  Lord  Melbourne.  Anything  more 
boyish  than  irritation  on  such  a  score  it  would  be  hard  ^  ^ 


ImproTed  mode  of  selecting  theie  important  officers  in  dti^  hhd 
towns.  Now,  who  that  uiMerstands  thf  functions  of  a  SheriC  and 
knows  whence  the  chief  complaints  against  Irish  Juries  have  always 
proceeded,  can  say,  with  these  facts  before  him,  that  the  Whigs

five  done  nothing  to  make  these  bodies  “  impartial  and  effective.^ 

But  what  attempts  have  they  made  to  purify  the  Irish  roll  of 
the  Peace  ?  ”  To  this  it  may  be  replied  that  the  ink  is  scarcely  yet 
dry  upon  the  paper  which  discharged  Colonel  Vemer  from  the 
Magistracy  for  proposing  a  factious  toast  at  a  public  dinner.  We 
are  certainly  of  opinion  that  more  vigour  might  at  sundry  times 
have  been  used  with  excellent  effect  b^  the  Irish  Government  in 
the  purgation  of  the  commission  ;  but  it  is  going  much  too  far  to 
say  that  no  attempts  have  been  made  to  purify  it,”  for,  besides 
the  admirable  step  just  referred  to,  there  have  b^n  several  mea¬ 
sures  (for  instance,  the  appointments  of  excellent  Stipendiaries) 
taken  with  a  view  to  the  same  object. 

The  Birmingham  Political  Union  will  not  fail  to  gotice  the 
curious  circumstance,  that  it  has  been  left  to  them  to  detect  the 
grounds  of  quarrel  which  Ireland  has  with  the  present  Ministry. 
As  to  the  “  sincerity,”  or  insincerity,  with  which  the  Whigs  sup¬ 
port  Lord  Mulgrave,  that  is  not  a  question  with  which  the  Irish 
people  are  likely  to  perplex  themselves,  as  long  as  they  actually  en¬ 
joy  good  government,  and  believe  (a  belief  in  which  we  partici¬ 
pate)  that  the  alternative  at  present  is  the  existing  Administration, 
or  an  Orange  one. 

It  seems  a  strange  argument  that,  because  **  the  peace  of  Ireland 
rests  on  a  basis  which  time  inevitably  must,  and  a  thousand  acci¬ 
dents  may,  destroy,”  the  people  of  Ireland  should,  therefore,  set 
small  value  upon  the  blessing.  Is  this  the  usaal  course  of  man¬ 
kind  with  the  most  precarious  blessings  they  enjoy  ?  Ireland  is 
much  in  the  situation  of  a  needy  man,  who,  after  many  days  of 
hunger,  has  found  a  guinea,  with  which  he  proceeds  to  regale  him¬ 
self,  and  repair  the  havoc  which  famine  has  made  in  his  frame  ; — 
would  the  Birmingham  Union  recommend  such  a  man  to  cast  the 
glittering  boon  of  fortune  into  the  next  river,  because  the  cost  of  a 
few  dinners  must  “  inevitably  ”  reduce  him  again  to  destitution  ? 
The  gilt  of  life  itself,— what  is  there  more  precarious  ?  “  Time 
inevitably  must,  and  a  thousand  accidents  may,  destroy  it yet 
men  only  grapple  the  blessing  the  more  tenaciously  when  they  re¬ 
ject  upon  its  fleeting  nature. 

The  appeal  to  the  people  of  Ireland  against  the  existing  Ministry, 
founded  on  the  insecurity  of  the  advantages  which  Ireland  enjoys 
under  it,  reminds  us  of  that  passage  of  the  “  Faery  Queen,”  where 
DeepMT  urges  the  Red-crosse  Xnight  to  suicide.  The  arguments 

Despair  resemble  those  of  the  Birmingham  Political  Union 
^•ry  stnkingiy.  For  example — 

**  Di«  sIiaII  all  flash  >what  then  most  needs  be  donna, 

Is  it  not  better  to  die  willinglie, 

Than  linger  till  the  glas  be  all  ont-ronne  ? 

Death  is  the  end  of  woes :  die  soone,  O  fairie^asoiiiMi  !'* 

'•Why  should  Ireland  sink  in  despmr,”  demands  the  Address,  **  in 
the  event  of  the  Tories  returning  to  power  ?”  There  b  no  reason, 
certainly,  why  Ireland  should  “  despair”  in  those  or  any  other  cir¬ 
cumstances  ;  but  there  is  every  reason  why  she  should  cleave  to  the 
first  good  government  she  has  ever  enjoyed,  and  strain  every  muscle 
to  avert  an  event  pregnant  with  calamities  of  which  our  worst  expe¬ 
rience  of  Toryism  in  England  gives  us  but  a  faint  conception. 

We  think  those  Reformers  err  grievously  who  allow  themselves 
fo  be  hurried  by  irritated  feelings  against  the  Whigs  into  courses 
which  must  certainly  smooth  the  return  of  the  Tories  to  power. 
Wo  more  particularly  regret  these  courses,  because  they  must  ne¬ 
cessarily  be  regarded  in  Ireland  as  evidences  of  indiiference  to 
Irish  interest  and  ingratitude  for  the  support— the  steady  and  inva¬ 
luable  support — which  the  Irish  Reformers  have  uniformly  afforded 
U8  in  so  many  struggles. 

The  advantages  which  Ireland  has  enjoyed  under  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  last  two  years  are  so  important,  that  powerful  indeed 
should  be  the  motives,  and  clear  indeed  the  prospects  of  greater 
benefits,  to  induce  us  to  expose  them  to  the  risk  of  that  destruction 
which,  under  a  Tory  restoration,  would  be  their  inevitable  fate. 
Those  advantages,  as  we  have  urged  repeatedly,  are  not  exclusively 
Irish  ;  although,*  were  such  the  case,  we  trust  we  should  still  rightly 
estimate  and  warmly  cherish  them.  They  are  advantages  in  which 
every  part  of  the  empire  shares  ;  nor,  although  resulting  from  what 
may  be  called  the  accident  of  a  good  government,  are  they  for  that 
reason  themselves  transient.  On  the  other  hand,  the  evils 
that  would  ensue  upon  the  re-establishment  of  the  Tories  in 
power  in  Ireland  are  such  as  would  be  felt  by  the  popular  party 
everywhere ;  for  it  is  idle  to  expect  that  the  Irish  people,  harassed 
by  on  Orange  Government,  and  all  the  instruments  of  oppression 
which  auch  a  government  would  set  in  motion,  could  render  the 
Mune  services  to  the  general  cause  that  they  have  been  enabled  to 
do  under  the  protection  of  the  law,  and  with  the  shield  of  a  pater¬ 
nal  ruler  over  them .

And  why,  if  Lord  Brougham  is  so  indifferent  to  Courts  as  he  proi 
fesses  to  be,  did  he  treat  the  fancied  insinuation  of  ignorance  of  their 
language  as  a  reproach.  But  does  a  man  arrogate  to  himself  much 
conversance  with  the  language  of  Courts,  in  correcting  the  error  of 
Queen-mother  for  mother  of  the  Queen.  As  well  might  it  be  said 
that  to  assert  the  difference  between  a  horse-chesnut  and  a  ches- 
nut  horse  implied  a  pretension  to  superior  skill  in  horse-flesh  or 
jockey-ship. 

Lord  Brougham  must  have  had  his  mind  too  full  of  Lord  Mel¬ 
bourne’s  position  at  Court  when  he  attributed  the  simple  correction 
in  question  to  the  Premier’s  desire  to  mark  his  superiority  in 
courtly  matters.  But  under  this  obviously  erroneous  impression 
Lord  Brougham  launched  forth  the  following  sarcasms 

**  He  humbly  bowed  hiro«elf  before  bis  more  experienced  corrector.  He  con. 
fessed  he  was  but  rude  in  speech,  but  ill  versed  iu  terms  of  courtly  etiqaette* 
His  noble  friend  had  so  much  more  recently  been  accustomed  to  the  ‘ 
courts  than  be  bad,  was  so  much  more  of  the  courtier^ 


Isnfusge  of 
his  tongue  was  so  well 
bung,  and  framed'and  attuned  to  courtly  airs,  he  was  so  much  better  acquainted 
with  the  motions  of  those  who  glozed  a^  fawned,  and  bent  the  knee  in  courts 
that  be  (Lord  Hroughara)  could  not  pretend  for  a  moment  to  compete  wUk  the' 
noble  viscount  in  such  matters,  or  to  pretend  to  anything  like  the  same  accurate 
knowledge  of  courtly  phraseology.  He,  however,  knew  the  difference  between 
a  Qiieen-mother  .and.the  mother  of  the  Queen,  perhaps  as  wall  as  the  noble 
viscount. ’* 

This  attack  is  as  inapplicable  as  it  was  unprovoked,  for  direct¬ 
ness,  frankness,  and  manliness  are  the  acknowledged  characteristics 
of  Lord  Melbourne ;  and  the  Court  favour  he  enjoys  is  probably 
referable  to  the  very  opposite  of  a  courtier's  qualities. 

Lord  Melbourne’s  retort  was  perhaps  too  severe,  too  directly 
personal,  and  it  might  have  been  better  if  he  had  left  the  judgment 
on  the  justice  of  the  attack  to  those  who  knew  him,  reminding 
Lord  Brougham  only  that  reflections  of  such  a  nature  did  not  pro¬ 
ceed  from  him  with  the  best  grace 

He  had  certainly  taken  the  liberty  af  Huggeating  to  bis  noble  and  learned 
friend  that  he  was  committing  an  error  in  his  statement  which  wa«  certainly 
not  entirely  immaterial  nor  of  trifling  iraportanue.  There  was  on  this 
subject  a  vei^  considerable  diffcireace  between  the  Queeu  mother  and 
the  mother  of  the  Queeu ;  and  he  bad  taken  upon  himself  to  make  au 
Observation  to  that  eflhct  to  his  noble  and  learned  friend,  aud  he  iustantly 
observed  that  be  was  not  aceastomed  to  gloae  aiid  flatter,  and  added  sosaeibing 
about  a  tongue  better  bung.  He  (Lord  Melbourne)  did  not  understand  anything 
about  hanipng  a  tongue  with  reference  to  thin  matter ;  but  this  he  would  say,  and 
he  begged  his  noble  aai  learned  friend  to  understand,  that  when  he  spoke  of 
gloze  and  flattery  and  bending  the  knee,  that  he  (Lord  Melbourne)  knew  no  man 
in  this  country  who  could  more  gloze  and  flatter  and  bend  the  kuee  than  bis 
noble  and  learned  fHend )  and  therefore,  when  he  aaid  that  he  could  not  compete 
with  him  f  Lord  Melboume),  be  would  say  that  be  felt  totally  unable  to  compete 
with  him  (Lord  Brougham)  when  he  had  an  opportunity,  or  when  he  found  any 
occasion  to  exercise  it.  (A  laugh.)** 

Lord  Brougham  rejoined — 

**  I  positively  and  solemnly  deny,  and  I  call  upon  the  noble  viscount  to  produce 
his  proofs,  that  I  ever  in  my  life  did,  any  more  than  1  ever  in  my  nature  was 
capable  of  doing,  that  which  the  noble  viaoouut  has  chosen  to  night,  noprovoked, 
to  fling  out  as  a  charge  against  me.^Viscount  MsLBouaNs:  No,  no,  uot 
*  unprovoked.*— Lord  BaouoHAM:  I  say  utterly  unprovoked.  1  spoke  lu  ugoM* 
humoured  a  tone,  with  as  perfectly  inoffensive  a  meaning,  aa  it  was  possible  for 
man  to  speak  with,  or  for  man  to  feel,  when  my  noble  friend  obserred,  with  a 
contemptuous  sort  of  air,  that  1  should  nut  say  *  Queen-mother,  but  mother  of 
the  Queen,*  as  much  as  intimating,  *Ohl  you  know  iiotliing  of  these  tbiofs— you 
don't  speak  the  language  of  courts.*  1  said  far  be  it  from  nie  to  enter  into  com¬ 
petition  with  the  noble  viscount,  whose  tongue  is  now  attuned  and  bung  tu 
courtly  airs.

By  the  law  of  En^and  the  custody  of  all  legitimate  children  frtaa  the 
hour  of  their  birth  belongs  to  the  father;  hut  what  is  the  situation  of  the 
mother  with  respect  to  them,  if  circumstances,  however  urgent,  should  drive 
her  from  his  nmf,  or  to  what  moral  torture  she  may  he  legally  sahjected  area 
if  she  should  linger  beneath  it.  (Hear.)  Not  only  may  she  be  preveeted 
from  bestowing  upon  them  in  their  early  infancy  those  solicitudes  of  iove  for 
the  absence  of  which  nothing  can  compensate— not  only  may  she  be  iweveated 
from  tending  upon  them  in  the  extremity  of  sickness,  but  she  may  m  denied 
the  sight  of  them ;  and,  if  she  should  obtain  possession  of  them  oy  whatever 
means,  may  be  compelled  by  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  to  resign  them  to  her 
husband  nr  to  hia  agents  without  condition — without  hope.  (Hear.)  That  is 
the  law — at  least  such  is  its  recent  expoeitioa  by  the  hiij^est  authorities  (  and 
how  is  it  enforced  ?  By  process  of  contempt,  iMued  at  the  inslanoe  of  the 
husband  against  his  wile,  for  her  refusal  to  obey  it,  under  which  she  must  be 
sent  to  prison,  there  to  remain  until  she  shall  yield  or  until  she  shall  die. 
(Hear.)  And  let  it  not  be  supposed  that  this  law  is  one  which  is  rarely 
brought  into  operation.  The  instances  in  which  it  is  brought  before  the  pub¬ 
lic  cogniaanoe  may  be  few,  but  it  is  ever  in  the  bad^imad  of  domeetie 

S,  and  is  felt  by  thoee  who  suffer  in  silence.  ^  There  are,  however, 
iS  which  are  recorded  in  our  law  hooka— cases  in  whicli  all  the  mise¬ 
ries  of  public  ex|)usure  have  been  already  endured,  and  the  |)arties  are  beyond 
the  reach  of  their  renewal— to  which,  and  to  which  only,  I  shall  allude  m  de¬ 
tail,  and  which  siifficienlly  exemplify  the  w«>rkiiigM  ol*  this  hide«MM  iniuslMMi. 
One  of  these  cases  is  that  of  the  King  r.  I)e  Manville,  re|Mirted  in  d  East, 
221,  which  reiutetl  to  a  female  child,  of  eiglit  mmitlis  (4d,  receiving  nurture 
from  its  mother.  She  was  an  Englishwoman,  who  was,  iinliapuily,  married  to 
n  foreigner,  who  had  quitted  him  aHer  gn>ss  ill-usage,  and  who  had  quitted 
him  taking  her  infant  with  her.  The  husband,  hy  stratagem  or  force,  obtaiasd 
admittance  to  the  h<»use  where  she  had  taken  refuge,  seized  the  child  at  the 
breast,  aud  carried  it  off,  almost  naked,  in  an  open  carriage.  As  the 
child  had  been  violently  removed  she  applied  for  n  writ  of  h^as  eaepus. 
The  case  was  heard  on  her  own  statement,  as  the  Court  of  King’s 
Bench  were  so  clearly  of  opinum  against  her  that  they  did  not  hear  the 
affidavit  of  the  husband  in  answer,  and  refused  the  a|ipliratiuo,  as  it 
did  not  ap|)ear  that  the  child  was  physically  injured  for  west  of  nou- 
rishnient,  nor  that  the  husbend  intended  to  taka  it  out  of  the  kingdona 
And  Uiough  the  Court  of  Chancery  subeeriuently  restrained  the  father  from 
taking  the  child  abroad,  it  was  whc%  without  referenoe  to  the  BK>ther*s 
claim.

It  seems  to  be  the  general  opinion  that  the  Spottiswoode  Sub¬ 
scription  is  a  breach  of  the  law  of  the  most  daring  and  mischievous 
nature,  but  that  at  the  same  time  the  arms  of  the  law  are  not  long 
enough  to  reach,  or  vigorous  enough  to  crush  it.

demand.  The  authors  and  abettors  of  this  foul  conspiracy  against 
the  genuine  representatives  of  tlie  Irish  people  must  not  be  per- 
mitted  to  enjoy  at  once  both  impunity  and  success.  There  is  yet  I 
abundant  time  to  take  all  the  measures  that  the  case  requires, 
amongst  which  we  certainly  consider  the  creation  of  a  defensive  | 
fund  to  be  the  foremost  in  importance.  When  rogues  club  their 
money  for  ends  the  most  unjustifiable,  honest  men  have  no  alterna¬ 
tive  but  to  combine  their  resources  to  defeat  them.  The  motives  to 
exertion  are  of  the  strongest  kind.  The  plot  is  nefarious  in  its 
scope  ;  its  funds  are  foul  extortions  from  credulous  ignorance  and 
abused  simplicity  ;  religious  intolerance  and  anti-Irish  prejudice  are 
tne  moving  springs  of  the  whole  machinery.  Every  man  who 
values  the  independence  of  Parliament  and  interests  of  truth,  or 
who  desires  to  preserve  relations  of  concord  between  the  countries, 
will  contribute  neartily  to  abate  so  grievous  a  nuisance. 

THE  TOO  COMMON  FAULT. 

In  the  tedious  correspondence  of  the  Bishop  of  Exeter  with 
Lord  Melbourne,  on  the  subject  of  the  garbled  quotation  of  “  the 
heavy  blow  and  great  discouragement  to  Protestantism,” — the  only 
passage  worth  notice  is  an  edifying  reflection  on  the  “  too  common 
fault”  of  disregard  of  principle  when  opposed  to  expediency, 
which  comes  with  an  exquisite  grace  from  the  Divine  who,  after 
having  employed  half  his  life  in  writing  pamphlets  against  Catholic 
Emancipation,  obtained  ins  bishopric  by  advocating  the  Catholic 
Relief  Bill  when  proposed  by  the  then  Prime  Minister,  the  Duke  of 
Wellington,  as  a  measure  of  expediency — 

**  Your  inconsistency  of  sentiments  can,  1  fear,  only  be  attributed  to  that 
ditrerard  of  principle  when  opposed  to  the  fancied  expediency  of  the  day y 
which  «  too  common  a  fault  among  politician*  to  require  to  be  visited  on  your 
Lordship  with  extreme  severity.** 

This  is  tame  indeed  when  compared  with  the  lectures  which  the 
Standard  addressed  to  Dr  Philpotts  in  1829,  as  the  man  of  expe¬ 
diencies.  The  Bishop  ought  to  have  lashed  more  vigorously  the 
“  too  common  fault.”  by  which  he  obtained  his  mitre,  for  how  can 
people  forget  how  he  got  his  advancement  unless  he  sets  the  ex¬ 
ample  of  forgetting  it  himself.  There  is  not  a  more  erronous  pro-  | 
verb  than  that  which  says  that  “  people  who  live  in  glass-houses  | 
should  not  throw  stones.”  People  who  live  in  glass-houses  (espe¬ 
cially  if  they  be  Bishops)  should  do  nothing  but  throw  stones,  for, 
seeing  them  always  throwing  stones,  the  good  easy  public  will  never 
suppose  that  their  homes  are  of  glass.  Accordingly  the  Bishop 
of  Exeter,  of  all  Bishops  living,  should  inveigh  most  incessantly 
and  vehemently  against  the  too  common  fault  of  disregarding  j 
principle  for  the  expediency  of  the  day. 


THE  LITERARY  EXAMINER. 

The  Book  of  the  Cartoons.  By  the  Rev.  R.  Cattermole,  B.D. 

The  Engravings  by  Warren.  Rickerby. 

The  purpose  and  the  execution  of  this  volume  are  alike  ad¬ 
mirable.  In  Mr  Cattermole  Rafiaelle  has  found  a  critic  not 
unworthy  of  him,  whose  heart’s  core  glows  with  his  subject,  and 
in  whose  fervent  words  we  have  little  difficulty  in  “  reading”  even 
these  wonderful  Cartoons,  the  greatest  efforts  of  the  divinest  of 
painters.  Mr  Catterraole’s  criticism  is  not  a  tame  or  glib  reiteration 
of  the  old  truisms  or  sophistications  about  art,  including  a  sort  of 
vague  consciousness  of  the  fine  and  true  which  may  or  may  not 
rank  with  the  common-places  ;  but  is  the  result  of  that  genuine  and 
unforced  spirit  of  love  which  always  includes  high  conception  of  the 
spiritual  and  the  beautiful,  and  is  in  itself  made  up  of  poetry,  philo¬ 
sophy,  and  religion.  It  is  reserved  only  for  a  spirit  of  this  kind  to 
do  justice  to  Raffaelle.  For  the  least  considerable  of  that  great 
man’s  claims,  are  those  which  may  be  strictly  called  artistical ; 
and  hence  the  professed  artists  have  been  his  worst  critics.  **  We 
behold  in  him,”  Mr  Cattermole  truly  says,  ”not  only  the  Italian  of 
the  sixteenth  century,  but  the  contemporary  and  denizen  of  all 
enlightened  times  and  Christian  lands — not  the  painter  merely,  but 
the  historian,  the  poet,  the  philosopher,  the  ennobling  expounder 
of  human  character  end  emotions  in  their  universal  elements.”  It 
if  high  praise  to  say  of  the  Book  of  the  Cartoons  that  in  every  line 
of  it  Raffaelle  is  so  considered,  and  it  is  praise  richly  deserved. 

We  ihould  be  at  a  loss  to  determine  which  class  of  readers 
Mr  C^ittermole’s  volume  will  be  most  acceptable  to — those  who 
have  the  power  of  looking  at  the  Cartoons  themselves,  or  the  larger 
number  of  persons  who  cannot  possibly  procure  access  to  them.

common  with  all  the  principal  characters  in  these  compositions,  teuth  of  ex* 
pression — not  in  the  features  only,  but  diffused  in  just  gradation  over  th  * 
whole  person,  distinguishes  this  admirable  figure.  Its  excellence  is  hardiv 
less  striking,  as  regards  anatomical  correctness  of  drawing  :  we  would  refer 
in  particular,  to  the  throat,  the  shoulder,  and  the  arras,  especially  the  wrist 
the  right  arm,  doubled  beneath  the  supine  weight  of  the  body.  Nor  are  the 
coarseness  and  vulgarity  of  the  features  without  a  meaning;  and  a  deeper 
meaning  than  the  mere  display  of  picturesque  contrast  to  the  nobler  counte¬ 
nances  of  the  apostles.  Raff  aeUe*8  taste  was  too  pure,  and  his  obserratiuD  of 
human  nature  too  accurate,  to  suffer  him  to  adorn  such  a  character  as  Ananias 
with  the  attractions  of  even  physical  beauty.  As  comporting  with  a  deed  of 
cunning  and  impiety,  he  has  cnosen

an  example  worthy  the  consideration,  not  only  of  those  artists  who  ambitiously 
lavish  on  all  their  personages  indiscriminately,  a  kind  of  conventional  acodcatc 
beauty  ;  but  also  of  certain  poets  and  novelists,  who  delight  in  the  monstrous 
alliance  of  an  angelic  exterior  with  the  moral  qualities  of  demons.” 

The  “engravings  by  Warren”  are  not  in  all  respects  what  we 
could  have  wished,  but  they  have  at  least  as  much  ment  as  many  of 
higher  pretensions.  Mr  Cattermole,  we  may  add,  furnishes  the 
print  collector  with  a  hint  which  we  have  reason  to  know  the  truth 
and  value  of — 

<<  Dorigny's  are  still  the  liest  engravings  that  have  been  executed  from 
these  inestimable  performances,  notwithstanding  the  more  careful  labours  of* 
the  late  respected  and  Ingenious  Mr  Holloway,  and  his  able  coadjutors.  Fur 
though  Dorigny’s  prints  may  occasionally  fall  below  those  of  his  niodeni  rivals, 
in  accuracy  of  outline,  as  they  unquestionably  do  in  elaborate  nicety  of  fioMb, 
yet  they  are  superior  in  regard  to  the  expression  of  that  exquisite  freedom  of* 
handling,  which  distinguishes  those  parts  at  least  of  the  originals  which  were 
actually  executed  by  the  pencil  of  Raffaelle.  After  the  publication  of  Do- 
rigay*8,  his  assistant,  Dub^e,  likewise  produced  a  set  of  prints  from  the  Car¬ 
toons,  of  considerable  merit,  on  a  scale  between  that  of  Oorigny  and  the  minia¬ 
ture  size  of  Gribelin.” 

We  cannot  imagine  a  more  beautiful  or«  more  appropriate  gift 
book  for  this  season  than  the  Book  of  the  Cartoons. 

Morals  from  the  Churchyard ;  in  a  Series  of  cheerful  Fables. 

With  Illustrations  by  H.  K.  Browne.  Chapman  and  Hall. 

This  r  neat  little  volume  is  a  very  pretty  companion  to  Mrs 
Austen’s  “  Story  without  an  End,”  w^ritten  in  the  same  agreeable 
style  of  mixed  liveliness  and  tenderness,  and  illustrated  with  several 
charming  engravings  on  wood  from  designs  of  a  very  superior 
character. 

The  object  of  the  fable  is  to  exhibit  a  moral  estimate  of  iuinian 
pursuits  adapted  to  the  minds  of  children,  and  to  show  that,  finally, 
nothing  can  stand  the  test  of  that  universal  leveller,  the  grave, 
excepting  virtue  and  religion.  There  is  a  slight  touch  of  Calvinism 
here  and  there  in  the  execution,  but  it  is  excellent  on  the  w'hole.  The 
manner  is  healthy  and  cheerful,  as  a  child’s  book  should  be,  and  a 
vein  of  actual  human  interest  gives  life  and  shape  to  the  allegory. 

But  a  short  passage  from  the  “History  of  the  Little  Child’s 
Grave,”  will  illustrate  the  contents  better  than  our  description — 

Now,  in  a  corner  of  the  churchyard,  under  the  stone  wall,  and  by  the  side 
of  a  China  rose,  was  a  young  childl’s  grave.  A  little  grave  it  was,  lying  by 
itself ;  yet  was  there  a  small  path  up  to  it ;  for  the  child’s  mother  oftentimes 
came  thither  in  secret  of  an  evening,  when  the  place  was  still.

Tuesday  t  Dec,  12. 

The  manicipel  offieen’  federation  bill  wae  read  a  second  time. 

On  the  mAj^  of  Lord  Melboxjene  the  botise  then  proceeded  to  <^8ider 
the  roval  roessaife  in  regard  to  an  additjoiml  provision  for  the  Duchess  of 
Kent,  on  acc^t  of  her  increased  proximity  to  the  throne.  His  lordship 
afterwards  moved  that  their  lordships  should  return  a  jfeneral  address  in 
answer  to  the  niessajfe  respecting  the  Duchess  of  Kent,  expressive  of  their 
readiness  to  concur  in  any  measure  which  might  appear  “fces^JX,"*? 
for  carrying  it  into  effect.  After  some  observatiems  from  Lord  Lllenborouy 
as  to  the  proper  time  for  voting  the  address,  which  were  answered  by  Lord 
Melboome,  the  Duke  of  Wellingtok  expressed  himself  quite  certain— 

**  That  there  was  no  intention  in  the  mind  of  any  noble  lord  to  throw  any 
obstacle  in  the  wav  of  the  address ;  for  when  their  lordships  recollected  the  care 
which  her  Royal  Highnesa  bad  taken  of  her  royal  daughter,  dhring  many  yeara, 
too,  while  aha  was  left  without  any  prorlaion  for  the  expenses  att<mding  that 
care,  he  felt  awre  that  there  was  not  a  noble  lord  present  who  would  hesitate  for 
a  moment  in  acceding  to  the  address.” 

Lord  BaoUGHAM  thought,  before  they  pledged  themselves  to  an  aogmenta^ 
tion  of  the  income  of  the  I^chess  of  Kent,  they  slmuld  be  put  in  fKwessiOT 
of  the  fact  as  to  what  her  Royal  Highness’s  real  income  was.  The  noble 
and  learned  lord  observed  that,  looking  merely  at  the  different  stotutes  having 
relation  to  her  income,  it  was  impossible  to  understand  whether  actual 

income  at  the  present  moment  was  16,0(Hfii  or  22,UOOf.  In  1831  was 

granted  to  her  Royal  Highness ;  but  of  that  sum  4,000/.  only  to 

ner  absolutely  for  her  own  use  during  her  own  life,  the  other  6,000/.  being 
granted  to  her  Royal  Highness  during  the  lives  of  herself  and  the 

Princess  Victoria,  and  being  expressly  granted  in  consideration  of  the  addi* 
tional  expense  which  devolved  on  her  in  respect  of  the  eare,  education,  and 
maintenance  of  her  royal  daughter,  the  natural  interpretation  was,  that  the 
6^000/.  should  cease  when  the  Princess  Victoria  ceased  to  be  this  charge  on 
her  illustrious  mother.  For  anything  they  knew,  too,  observed  the  noble  and 
learned  lord,  the  civil  list  to  be  voted  to  her  Majesty  might  be  such  as  to 
render  it  quite  unnecessary  to  grant  any  enlaixed  j^vision  ;  and  it  might  be 
as  well  to  ascertain  whether,  after  providing  I’or  the  due  support  of  the 
royal  dignity  out  of  th*e"  revenues  ordinarily  made  available  for^  such 
a  purpose,  no  surplus  would  remain  for  other  purposi^  Referring  to 
the  civil  list,  his  lordship  doubted  the  propriety  of  entering  into  any  arrange¬ 
ment  for  half  a  century,  when  they  could  not  say  what  future  prices  or  the 
state  of  society  miglit  be ;  and  they  had  the  experience  of  the  reign  of  George 
III  to  show  that  the  arrangement  was  only  binding  on  one  party — that  if  too 
much  was  given  there  was  not  the  slightest  chance  of  any  abatement,  whereas 
If  the  grant  were  thought  too  small  it  might  be  enlarged.— Lord  Melbouene 
observed,  in  reply,  that  the  acts  referred  to  had  been  carefully  examined  by 
the  oohle  and  learned  lord  on  the  woolsack  and  the  law  officers  of  the  crown, 
and  they  had  given  it  as  their  opinion  that  the  Dnclicss  of  Kent  was  entitled 
to  the  whole  of  the  22,000/. ;  and  it  was  the  intention  of  government  to  pro¬ 
pose  an  addition  of  8,000/.— making  in  all  30,0004,  and  it  did  not  appear  to 
nlm  that  such  a  grant  could,  by  any  noble  lord,  or  by  the  country,  be  deemed 
extravagant.  Respecting  the  suggestion  that  it  might  be  proper  to  postpone 
the  address  until  it  was  clearly  ascertained  what  the  income  ot  her  Majesty 
was  from  its  various  sources,  he  begged  his  noble  and  learned  friend  clearly 
to  understand  that  it  was  the  intention  of  lier  Majesty’s  government  to  give 
an  account  of  the  revenues  of  the  Duchies  of  Lancaster  and  Cumwall,  and 
to  aside  all  secrecy  with  regard  to  them  i  but  at  the  same  time  they  did 
not  intend  to  advise  the  crown  to  make  a  renunciation  of  them,  for  reasons 
which  ha  should  ba  prepared  to  state  when  the  matter  came  regularly  under 
disciissioa ;  but  when  the  accounts  ot*  these  revenues  were  before  the 
house,  any  noble  lord  thought  that  the  provision  to  be  made  for  her  Majesty 
was  too  large,  let  him  come  forward  and  say  so,  and  the  government  would 
then  understand  what  was  meant.  It  was  their  intention,  however,  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  the  civil  list  when  it  came  before  the  house  in  the  manner  in  wnich 
they  had  always  dealt  with  it  since  the  revolution.  In  the  course  of  this 
debate  a  personal  discussion  arose  between  Lords  Brougham  and  Melbourne, 
which  is  noticed  elsewhere,  and  the  debate  closed  by  Lord  Brougham  ob¬ 
serving — 

**  He  would  content  himself  tb«‘B  with  entering  his  protest  sfuinst  the  house 
pledging  itself  to  follow  any  specific  course.  His  noble  friend  had  taunted  him 
ny  desiring  to  divide  the  bouse.  He  knew  that  this  would  be  needless;  for.  if  he 
did  so,  he  should  probably  hare  nobody  to  tell.  He  should  probably  stand  alone, 
eran  if  the  augmentation  had  been  proposed  to  be  34,0004 ;  but  still  he  must 
protest  against  the  bouse  being  pledged  to  any  course  without  the  fullest 
laformation.  In  point  of  fact,  the  additional  allowance  proposed  to  be  given 
amounted  to  14,SdO/.  His  noble  friend  said  that  the  present  allowance  to  the 
Duchess  of  Kent  was  33,0004  ;  but  it  should  he  recollected  that  #,0004  of  this 
amount  was  voted  for  the  additional  expense  that  would  be  incurred  for  the 
education  of  the  Prineeu  Victoria,  which  charge  had  ceased.  In  addition,  there¬ 
fore,  to  this  sum  it  was  now  proposed  to  makes  new  grant  of  S.ttSOf.  a  year. 
Some  noble  lords  might  probably  think  that  there  could  not  be  too  large  a  grant ; 
they,  of  oourer,  would  nut  think  l4,U00f.  a  year  in  addition  too  much.  In  con* 
elusion,  he  would  only  once  more  protest  against  their  pledging  themselves  in 
the  dark.” 

—Their  lordships  soon  after  adjourned. 

Thursday f  Dec.  14. 

The  Karl  of  Radhoe  gave  notice,  that  on  Thursday  next  he  should  call 
the  attention  of  the  house  to  the  subject  of  the  statutes  and  bye-laws  of  the 
universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  and  after  some  other  unimportant 
buemeas  tlie  bouse  adjourned. 

Friday^  Dee.  15. 

Lord  RaDVOR  presented  a  petition  from  all  the  principal  publishers, 
booksellers,  and  printers  of  London,  piaying  for  a  general  reduction  of  the 
rate  of  postage;  and  Lord  Brougham,  a  petition  from  the  city  of  Lon¬ 
don,  praying  that  the  provisions  of  the  **  municipal  officers  declaration  bill” 
mif^t  bn  extended  to  eveiy  ctaM  of  diseentere.  The  seme  noble  and  learned 
lora  preeeated  a  petitioa  from  the  prisoners  in  the  Fleet,  for  the  bill  to  abolish 
imprisooment  for  debt.  His  remarks  called  up  Lord  Arixoer,  who  stated 
what  we  believe  to  be  grossly  incorrect — namely,  that  the  number  of  prisoners 
for  debt  nt  present  in  toe  Fleet  prison  was  Km,  and  of  these  there  was  not 
one  who  might  not  long  ago  have  obtained  his  discharge  under  the  insolvent 
debtors*  act,  if  there  were  not  some  cirenmetanoen  connected  with  his  property 
or  his  conduct  which  prevented  him  from  nvailing  himself  of  the  provisions 
of  that  law,— The  petition  was  laid  on  the  table,  the  house  adjourued.

Sir  G.  Sinclair  asked  Lo^  John  Russell  whether  any  mensure  wonld  Ka 
brought  forward  respecting  Insh  tithes,  and  his  lordship  answered  wiihnn# 
hesitation,  that  the  measure  would  be  forthcoming  after  the  recess  Wh.i 
followed  ?  observes  a  writer  la  the  Oronic/c.  A  hearty  laugh  at  the  expend 
of  Sir  George  Sinclair;  for  Mr  O’Connell,  in  turn,  inquired  of  tba^ 
baronet  if  he  were  desirous  of  settling  the  tithe  question  ?  nnd  received  • 
in  the  affirmative.  «  Then,”  added  Mr  O’Conuell,  «  the  hon.  baronet  mww 
satisfy  the  petiple  of  Ireland,  for  there  is  no  other  way  of  »ettling  the  tithe 
question.”  Sir  George  dropped  into  his  seat,  and  we  are  sure  heartily  wished 
that  he  had  never  risen  from  it  He  had  not  another  word  to  say 
probably  some  time  will  elapse  before  he  puts  another  question. 

A  message  from  her  Majesty  to  the  same  effect  as  that  communicated  lo 
the  lords  was  communicatM  by  Lord  John  Russell,  and  ordered  to  be  taken 
into  consideration  the  next  day.  ^ 

The  house  then  went  into  committee  on  the  civil  list  acts,  when  the  sum  of 
385,000/.  annually  for  the  support  of  the  royal  household,  together  with  the 
additional  sum  of  10,000/.  tor  the  household  servants,  was  granted  to  her 
Majesty ;  and  also  an  annual  sum,  as  pensions  on  the  civil  list,  to  the  extent 
of  1,200/.  a  year. 

The  poor  relief  (Ireland)  bill  was  read  a  second  time,  and  Lord  J.  Russell 
said  that  he  did  not  intend  going  into  committee  on  the  bill  until  the  16th  of 
February. 

Mr  FieLDEN  then  called  the  attention  of  the  house  to  the  recent  disturb- 
ances  at  Bradford,  on  the  occasion  of  the  introduction  of  the  poor  law  amend¬ 
ment  act,  and  moved  for  various  returns.  In  the  course  of  the  conversation 
that  followed,  every  member  who  spoke  intimated  an  opinion  that  it  was  un¬ 
wise  at  present  to  apply  the  new  poor  law  to  the  mauu^turing  districts. 

The  house  adjourned  at  8  o’clock. 

Tuesday i  Dec.  12. 

Among  the  petitions  presented  was  one  (by  Mr  Harvey)  from  Glasgow 
complaining  that  the  weavers  charged  with  conspiring  at  Glasgow  nnduTy  to 
raise  wages  had  been  twice  brought  to  the  bar  to  take  their  trials,  nnd  that 
the  trials  were  then  postponed,  by  wtiich  proceeding  on  the  part  of  the  crown 
the  prisoners  had  been  put  to  great  expense. — The  Lord  Advocate  ad. 
mitted  that  delay  had  occurred,  but  it  was  necessary  on  account  of  the  difficulty 
of  obtaiuing  the  requisite  information.  He  contended  that  the  goveriiinciit 
had  acted  tairly  and  properly. — The  petition  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr  O’Connell  gave  notice  that,  on  the  motion  for  going  into  committee 
on  the  poor  relief  (Ireland)  bill,  he  would  move  that  it  be  committed  that  day 
six  months. 

Mr  Lynch  obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  enable  married  women,  with 
the  consent  of  their  husbands,  to  pass  their  interests  in  chattels  personal. 

Mr  Borthwick  moved  for  papers  connected  with  the  convention  of  Kvora 
Monte,  which  were  ordered,  Lord  J.  Russell  having  statetl  that  there  was 
no  objection  to  their  production. — Colonel  Evans,  after  noticing  the  diminu¬ 
tion  in  the  alacrity  evinced  during  his  absence  from  the  couutr^  to  bring  his 
character  and  conduct  under  notice,  stated  that  immediately  alter  the  recess 
he  would  himself  bring  the  subject  forward.  After  some  further  conversation 
the  subject  dropped. 

Mr  A.  White  then  called  attention  to  a  statement  made  on  a  previous 
occasion  by  the  hon.  member  for  North  Durham  (Mr  Liddell),  to  the  effect 
that,  “  in  Sunderland  relief  had  been  withdrawn  from  two  hundred  unhappy 
children,  who  were  thus  left  destitute,  and  that  dark  rumours  were  afterwards 
abroad  about  children  being  found  dead ;  and  that  although  no  cases  of  murder 
had  been  brought  home  to  any  parties,  it  had  been  more  than  suspected  that 
many  of  them  had  been  deserted  by  their  mothers  to  starvation.”  Mr  White 
staled  that  in  a  population  of  60,000  persons  there  had  been  only  one  inquest 
on  a  case  of  infanticide  during  three  years,  and,  after  reading  resolutions 
agreed  to  by  the  board  of  guardians  of  the  Sunderland  union,  also  denying  the 
truth  of  the  statement,  moved  for  a  copy  of  toe  corrcspoudence  between  the 
board  of  guardians  and  the  poor  law  coHimissiuncrs  in  Loudon — Mr  Liddell 
entered  into  some  explanation  of  his  former  statement,  which  was  not  very 
intelligible.  He  complained  of  having  been  roisreported  by  the  Morning 
Chronicle,  and  yet  it  was  impi>88ible  to  make  out  in  what  particular  he  had 
been  misreported. — Mr  HUME  distinctly  affirmed  subsequently  that  his  im¬ 
pression  of  the  s{)eech  of  Mr  Liddell  agreed  with  that  conveyed  Dy  the  re^iurt. 
The  hon.  gentleman  (Mr  Liddell)  himself  allowed,  with  respect  to  the  phrase 
“  dark  rumours,”  that  he  had  “  listened  with  credulity  to  the  whisfiers  ok 
fancy,”  and  that  he  ought  never  to  have  employeil  it. — Mr  Liddell  displayed 
considerable  soreness  under  the  castigation  he  received  from  all  quarters,  espe¬ 
cially  from  Mr  Lambton.— Alderman  Thompson  affirmed  that  the  hon.  member 
had  been  imiiosed  u|)on ;  but  Mr  Liddell  strenuously  ref  used  to  give  up  his 
authority.  The  documents  for  which  Mr  A.  While  moved  were  ordered  to 
be  laid  upon  the  table. 

After  some  further  nnimportant  business,  the  house  then  resolved  itself  lato 
a  cumniittee  of  supply,  when  the  CHANCELLOR  of  the  ExcueGUER  moved 
as  a  resolution,  “  That  her  Majesty  be  enabled  to  grant  an  additional  yearly 
sum  not  exceeding  8,0011/.  out  of  the  consolidated  mud,  for  a  more  adequate 
provision  for  her  Royal  Highness  the  Duchess  of  Kent.**  The  riglit  h^®* 
gentleman  in  opening  the  subject  observed — 

”  He  did  hope  that  the  kind  feeling  which  was  expressed  in  her  Majei^i  * 
Blunt  gracious  message  and  the  conaideratiou  which  her  Majesty  left  l»r 
lioyal  Highness  the  Duchess  of  Kent  would  not  only  extend  itself 
coMutry,  but  that  another  feeling  would  pervade  that  house,  a  feeling  n®* 
of  respect  hut  of  attaclimeut  to  her  royal  highness  on  her  ewii  account,  utr 
personal  character,  and  a  feeling  of  the  deep  obligatiou  which  that  .  . 
the  country  owed  to  tnai  illustrious  princess  for  the  manner  in  which  she 
educated  the  reigniuc  Queen  of  England  (cheers),  fur  the  protection  wh*^ 
had  cast  over  her  iu.t.ahoud  in  the  trying  circmustances  in  which  she 

£  laced,  for  the  sedulous  care  which  she  had  taken  of  the  education  of 
lajesty,  a  feeling  whidi  would  be  increased  from  the  oodhcmiusd^s 
pervaded  \ill  classes,  that  the  country  now  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  su 
attending  this  excellent  training.  (Hear,  bear.)”  > 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  then  went  hito  a  very  intereating  4*^**.^ 
tlie  ciicumstancea  of  the  Duchesa  of  Kent  since  her  connection  with 
coniitry.  We  give  an  extract  from  thie  portion  of  his  speech — 

”  Upon  the  Duke  ef  Kent's  marriage,  a  jointure  of  d,li604  was  voted 
royal  highness.  In  the  year  her  royal  highnoas  and  the 
deprived  of  the  duke,  who  in  that  year  died,  and  at  that  period  her  royw  ni» 
ness  had  no  other  income  than  the  G,<iO04 ;  and  even  for  some  •!,«

In  18M  Lord  Goderich  stated  that,  soon  after^he  dealh*of 

the  Duke  of  KenL  Lord  Londonder^  was  asked  whether  it  whs  the  intention  of 

gorernment  to  propoee  an  additional  grant  to  the  Duchess  of  Kent.  His  anawer 

was  that  he  did  oo«  think  it  necessary  at  that  moment,  inasmuch  ms  Pnnce  Leo 

pold  bad  eiprjwed  his  mtenuon  of  contributing  to  the  maintenance  of  her  rov^l 

higbnesa  and  her  child.  Mr  Canning,  on  the  27th  of  May  in  the  same  year  s^ 

•  to  tiir  CJK  ol  the  Duche«  of  Kent  the  p.rtie.  «rMd  ie  the  propriwfof  Ibe 
granl,  and  if  goyernnieiit  bad  anything  to  anawer  for,  it  was  for  not  haring  nrcn 
posed  it  sooner.  There  could  not  be  a  greater  compliment  to  her  royal  hishnesa 
than  to  state  the  great  unobtnisireness  of  her  life,  and  that  she  had  nerer  made 
herself  the  olqect  of  the  pnblic  gaae.but  had  deroted  herself  to  the  education  of  that 
child  whom  the  country  wore  now  called  on  to  adopt.'  In  1931,  when  Lord  Grey 
was  at  the  beid  of  the  administration,  a  formal  proposition  on  toe  subiect  of  the 
income  of  the  Duchess  of  Kent  was  brought  before  parliament.  Up  to  this  time 
the  contribution  from  Prince  Li'opold  had  continued,  and  the  asaistaoce  was  still 
from  time  to  time  afforded  the  duchess,  but  Lord  Grey’s  gorernment  proposed  to 
this  house  the  grant  of  an  additional  10,000/.  to  her  royal  highness,  by  whilto  her 
total  income  would  then  be  22,000/. ;  and  this  haring  been  roted,  that  sum  was 
now  annually  received  by  the  duchess/' 

The  riifht  hon.  gfentleman  proceeded  next  to  explain  that  of  this  22,U0U/.  a 
certain  portion>  6j000/.j  had  hecA  settled  for  tne  lifej  not  of  the  Dncheas 
herself,  but  of  the  Queen ;  so  that  in  the  probable  event  of  the  daiij'hter 
survirinij  the^  mother,  the  annuity  would  continue  to  exist  and  be  disposable 
by  the  mother  s  will ;  but  in  return  for  the  new  ^rant  the  Duchess  would  jfire 

up  all  HKht  to  the  pension  after  her  own  death.  Mr  Rice  then  continued _ 

He  believed  that  thia  was  the  first  instance  since  the  reign  of  Henry  VI 1  in 
which  there  bad  been  a  princess  placed  in  the  exact  position  of  the  Duchess  of 
Kent,  for  in  all  instances  the  person  had  either  held  the  rank  of  Princess 
Dowager  of  Wales,  or  of  Queen  Dowager.  He  referred  to  thia  circumstaoce 
because,  if  the  Duchess  of  Kent  had  been  placed  in  either  of  these  situations, 
provision  would  necewarily  have  been  made  for  her  support  to  a  much  larger 
extent  than  he  even  now  proposed.  There  had  been  various  recent  cases  m 
which  such  provisions  bad  been  made,  and  he  found  that  in  1761  the  jointure 
of  Queen  Cnarlotte  was  fixed  at  60, 000/. ;  iu  1796  the  allowance  to  Caroline, 
then  Princeas  of  Wales,  was  fixed  at  30,000/.;  while  in  1831  that  of  the  present 
Queen  Dowager  was  fixed  at  100,000/.  In  further  considering  the  question,  he 
would  point  out  that  he  had  already  laid  before  the  house  the  factor  the  Duchom 
haviug  received  30  percent,  upon  the  income  which  she  derived  from  the  public 
from  toe  Prince  Leopold ;  and  in  alluding  to  this  the  bouse  must  lie  quite  aware 
of  the  circumstances  attending  the  granting  a  sum  to  that  princ-e  for  his  support, 
and  also  hia  surrender  of  it.  By  a  generous  renunciation  ot  his  rights  by  the 
King  of  the  Belgians  a  saving  of  180,000/.  lisd  already  been  efi'ecteU  to  the 
nation;  and  he  could  say  that  a  nicer  discrimination  could  not  have  been 
evinced  than  that  which  was  exercised  by  that  prince — for  while  he  reserved 
to  himself  the  right  of  apportioning  a  certain  sum  to  be  distributed  in  this 
country  in  charitable  uses,  he  gave  up  the  whole  of  the  surplus  of  his  income  to 
the  nation  from  which  he  derived  it.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  bad  stated  these  facts 
of  the  cave  ratlier  because  be  thought  it  was  his  duty  to  bring  them  forward  than 
that  be  imagined  that  there  would  be  any  disinclination  or  reluctance  on  the 
part  of  the  house  to  exhibit  thu  high  sen^e  which  every  hon.  member  must  feel 
of  the  admirable  qualities  and  conduct  of  the  Duchess  of  Kent.  The  best  proof 
of  that  feeling  having  at  a  former  time  been  entertained  was  the  trust  which,  at 
the  acoeaaioa  of  hia  late  Majeaty,  had  been  reposed  io  her  royal  highness.  He

After  mme  notices  had  been  ^pveo,  Sir  G.  Grty  stated,  in  answer  to  a 
question  from  Mr  Gladstone,  that  it  was  the  intention  of  ministers  to  intro¬ 
duce  a  bill  for  the  settlement  of  the  governmeat  of  New  South  Wales,  and 
llmt  it  was  not  their  intention  to  renew  the  temporary  bill  at  preaeot  tar  foroa. 
which,  however,  had  yet  some  time  to  run. 

In  answw  to  a  question  from  Mr  Setjeant  Jackson,  as  to  whether  the 
vemment  mtended  to  introduce  any  change  into  the  present  system  of 
tiooal  education  in  Irei^d,  Lord  Morpeth  said,  that  it  was  inteaded  Co 
adopt  a  re)^latioo  by  which  the  conscientious  objections  of  many  Protestaale 
to  sending  their  children  to  the  national  achoola  would  he  removed.  It  was 
intend^  that  the  children  of  those  parents  who  desir^  it  should  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  reading  the  Scripturee  daily  in  a  different  |iart  of  the  spools  from 
thoee  with  respect  to  whom  no  such  desire  was  exnresaed.  There  were  ako 


respect  to  whom  no  such  desire  was  expressed.  There  were  eUni 
other  in  cootemplation,  which  would  still  further  remove  the  r^gfita- 

tious  ol^ectioos  which  many  entertained  to  the  present  system. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr  Home,  relative  to  the  pensioas  ^panted  to 
Prince  George  of  Hanover  and  to  the  Duke  of  Cumberland,  now  King  of 
Hanover,  Mr  RicE  said  that  tha  pension  to  his  Royal  Highness  Pmee 
of  Haimver  was  different  from  most  of  the  other  royal  psnaions.  It 
been  eapooially  granted  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  his  royal 
highness,  and  bad  lapsed  to  the  country  on  the  accession  of  the  Duke  of  Cum- 
herland  to  the  throne  of  Hanover  t  but  the  pension  to  the  Duke  of  Cnasbee- 
land,  now  King  of  Hanover,  had  been  granted  to  him  by  parliament  for  lifh, 
in  the  same  manner  as  ths  grant  made  to  Prince  Leopold,  now  King  of  Bel* 
ginm,  and  there  was  no  power  to  interfere  with  it,  save  thiu  of  iiarliameot*  It 
could  be  taken  away  only  by  an  act  of  the  legislature.  It  waa  continued  to  he 
received  as  usual.*— Mr  iiUMK  then  asked  whether  it  was  tlie  intentioa  efgiv 
vernment  to  introduce  any  measure  to  take  that  grant  from  the  King  of 
Hanover  ?-— Mr  UicE  answered,  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  govsrunent 
to  take  uy  step  in  the  matter.  The  pension,  as  he  had  stated,  was  to  his 
royal  highness  for  life,  in  the  same  way  as  that  to  the  Prince  Leopold  (which 
the  prince  had  given  up),  and  the  government  had  no  control  over  it.— -Mr 
Hi)  ME  then  ipive  notice,  that  early  in  February  he  would  move  fof  leave  to 
bring  in  a  bill  to  recal  the  pension  granted  to  the  Duke  of  Cumberland. 

A  short  conversatioD  then  occurred  on  bringing  up  the  report  of  the  Queen's 
message,  but  it  led  to  no  result  beyond  the  statement,  on  the  part  of  tho 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  that  if,  on  farther  imtuiry,  he  found  that 
any  special  pnivision  was  necessary,  under  the  change  of  circumstaooes,  in 
order  to  continue  to  the  Dnehess  of  Kent  the  t>,UtlO/.  per  annum  depending 
upon  the  life  of  her  Majesty,  he  would  mention  the  fact  to  the  house  on  Pn- 
day,  to  which  day  the  second  reading  of  the  civil  list  bill  was  post|K>ned.  The 
subject  was  introduced  by  Mr  Herries,  who  put  a  question  to  the  right  hou. 
gentleman,  how  far  the  legal  maxim  c€»*ufUf  ratitme  ccssa/ /to;  was  appli* 
cable  to  the  case  P  The  act  to  be  founded  upon  her  Majesty's  message,  and 
upon  the  coa8e(|uent  resolution  of  the  oominittee  of  the  whole  houie  oo  Tuee- 
day,  related  only  to  the  8,000/.  additional  to  he  granted  to  the  Duchcaa  of 
Kent. — Mr  GrotE  took  the  opitortunity  of  expressing  his  general  concur¬ 
rence  in  the  observations  made  by  Mr  Hume  on  Tuesday,  and  added,  that  if 
he  allowed  hia  judgment  to  be  inffuenced  by  profound  respect  and  high  nsteena 
he  should  at  once  accede  to  the  vote;  but  it  had  always  been  understood  thal 
personal  considerations  were  left  out  of  view  iu  discussing  such  queatiuon. 
He  added  that  he  should  be  inclined  to  take  the  sense  of  the  house  ou  thn 
grant  on  Monday  next.—* The  resolutioas  of  the  committee  were  then  rw* 
|iorted,  and  a  hill  pursuant  thereto  was  ordered  to  lie  brought  ia.  The  bill 
was  subeequently  brought  in,  read  a  first  time,  and  ordered  to  oe  rend  a  eeooiMl 
time  on  Friday. 

The  civil  ust  bill  was  read  a  second  time,  and  ordered  to  bn  eomoiitted  on 
Friday. — Adjourned  at  a  quarter  (last  seven  o'clock. 

Thursday t  Dec.  14. 

After  some  unimportant  business,  Mr  HUME  said  ha  wished  to  know 
when  the  individuals  who  had  shared  in  the  danger  of  the  war  in  India 
might  ex |iect  to  receive  the  prize-money  to  which  they  were  entitled  ?-^ii 
J.  Hobhouse  replied,  that  about  a  year  ego  the  conimittM  for  the  dietiiho- 
tion  of  the  prize-money  notified,  that  from  that  dale  the  disUrilNiiiua  of  prise* 
nuHiey  woula  commence  for  thoee  tifficere  and  privates  that  were  then  eerving 

in  India _ and  that  twelve  months  from  that  time,  that  is.  just  nhont  the  pr^ 

sent  time,  a  notification  would  be  made,  stating  that  after  the  claims  of  the 
officers  and  privates  in  India  were  satisfied,  the  claims  of  the  ofheerf  and 
privates  now  in  Kuro^ie  would  be  attended  to.  Some  lime,  however,  must 
necessarily  elapse  after  the  firesent  month,  for  the  purpoee  of  allowing  the 
names  of  the  cleimants  to  he  sent  to  England,  lie  hoped  that  Chit  oaewer 
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coantry  in  general)  and  towards  Russia  in  particular.  To  the  question, 
the  British  iroTernnient  had  taken  any  measures  to  prevent  the  eqiiii 
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determination  of  these  matters  if  the  sal^t  relatinff  to  painters  and  to  statu¬ 
aries  were  referred  to  a  select  committee.  After  a  short  conversation,  leave 
was  irivan  to  brinj^  in  the  bill. 

Mr  Attwood,  in  a  speech  of  considerable  lenj^h,  moved  “  That  a  bumble 
address  be  presented  to  her  Majesty,  praying  that  her  Majesty  might  be  gra- 
cioasly  pleased  to  make  such  addition  to  the  royal  navy  ^  the  vindication  of 
the  national  honour  and  the  preservation  of  the  national  interest  shall  require 
under  the  present  circumstances  of  the  country,  assuring  her  Majesty  that 
this  house  will  cheerfully  make  good  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  for  such 
a  purpose.  Next,  that  a  humble  address  be  presented  to  her  Majesty,  pray¬ 
ing  that  she  be  graciously  pleased  to  lay  before  the  house  copies  of  all  com¬ 
munications  between  the  government  of  this  country  and  Russia  with  regard 
to  the  naval  armament  at  Cronstadt,  the  war  between  Russia  and  Circassia, 
and  the  treaty  of  Unkiar  SkelessL”  Mr  Attwood’s  speech  was  somewhat  ex¬ 
travagant.  According  to  the  hon.  gentleman,  all  our  governments,  for  he  took 
the  Duke  of  Wellington  and  Lord  Grey  in  hand  as  well  as  Lord  Melbourne 
liad  strangely  neglected  the  interests  and  honour  of  the  country ;  and  at  this 
moment  it  depended  on  Russia  whether  we  should  not  be  treated  to  the  entrance 
of  a  Russian  navy  into  the  Thames,  like  that  of  the  Dutch  in  the  times  ql 
Charles  the  Second. — Lord  Pal  MERSTON  overlooked  the  strange  incongrui¬ 
ties  of  the  speech,  and  respected  the  honest  intentions  ot  the  speaker.  Mr 
Attwood,  inoMd,  furnished  him  with  the  opportunity  of  making  a  very  compre¬ 
hensive  and  able  speech,  containing  a  vindications  the  foreign  policy  of  this 


distinctly  replied  that  this  country  had  no  right  to  dictate  to  a  foreign  power 
how  many  ships  should  or  should  not  be  built  in  her  dockyards,  although  such 
explanations  on  the  subject  as  were  considered  necessary  had  been  duly 
required  and  willingly  given.  Th<>se  explanations  had  been  satisfactory.  His 
lordship,  however,  did  not  dissemble  his  opinion  that  Russia  **  does  keep  a 
larger  force  than  is  required  for  the  defence  of  her  own  possessions,  and  than  is 
consistent  with  the  general  well-being  of  other  nations  at  peace  with  her  ;** 
and,  without  ‘‘  dissembling  that  it  is  a  matter  upon  which  not  only  the  govern¬ 
ment*  but  the  people  of  this  country  should  keep  a  jealous  and  watchful  eye,” 
he  added,  **  that,  having  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  intention  of  Russia  is 
otherwise  than  friendly  towards  this  country,  and,  whatever  her  policy  or  ulti¬ 
mate  intention  might  prompt,  that  she  had  no  wish  or  design  to  embark  in  a 
war  with  England,  1  feel  that  it  is  not  nec^issary  to  make  a  further  increase  to 
our  naval  force  on  the  ground  of  the  means  fiossessed  by  that  power.**  Lord 
Palmerston  also  paid  some  merited  compliments  to  Lord  Durham,  who  had 
been  spoken  lightly  of  by  Mr  Attwood,  and  declared  that  no  public  man  had 
better  or  more  effectually  served  his  country  than  the  noble  earl.-— Mr  Mac- 
l.EAK,  after  a  few  remarks,  recommended  Mr  T.  Attwood  to  withdraw  his 
fruitless  motion,  but  the  hon.  gentleman  refused  to  comply  with  the  sugges¬ 
tion,  and  it  was  accordingly  negatived  without  a  division. — The  house  soon 
after  adjourned.

.Variont  business  ot  little  interest  was  tran^tneted,  when  the  following  conver- 
satioD  took  place  on  tome  contemplated  slterntions  in  the  post-oflice - 

Mr  Hawks  asked  if  it  were  the  intention  of  government  to  turn  their  sttentinn 
to  the  recommendation  of  the  coimuiMioners  of  the  post  oflire  inquiry  in  tUeir 
ninth  report,  reUiiog  to  the  reduction  of  the  postage,  and  also  as  to  allowing 
the  use  of  penny  stamps.— Ilie  Cii anckllOb  of  the  Exchkqukr  said  he  was  not 
prepared  to  go  to  the  full  extent  of  the  ninth  report  of  the  Commissioners,  but 
some  of  their  suggestions  he  was  about  to  try.  He  should  adopt  the  reconimen- 
datien  of  the  post-office  commissioners  within  the  metropolitan  district,  by  trying 
the  experiment  of  stamp  covers  within  the  limits  of  the  twopenny  and  tlireepenuy 
pwt.  It  was  said  that  people  did  not  like  sending  their  lutterM  to  be  post  paid ; 
but  if  they  were  enabled  to  buy  stamp  covers  they  would  no  doubt  send  letters 
in  that  method  to  a  much  greater  extent.  That  be  was  resolved  to  try.  With 
respect  to  the  second  point,  he  stated  that  so  much  observation  had  been  made 
<na  the  subject  of  the  effect  which  a  redaction  of  the  rate  of  postage  would  have 
inriiuireasiug  the  revenue,  that  he  had  turned  bis  attention  to  it,  and  intended 
to  try  llie  experiment  more  extensively  than  could  be  done  by  confining  it  within 
the  limits  sf  tbe  twopenny  post.  (Hear,  hear.)  Within  short  distances  all  over 
Kqgland  tbe  charge  for  letters  waa  4d.,  and  that  was  a  heavy  charge  on  the 

foorer  olasaee.  The  amount  of  revenue  derived  from  that  charge  was  defined. 

t  was  within  that  distance  that  they  proponed  to  make  the  experiment :  he 
proposed  to  reduce  the  4d.  postage,  not  only  in  the  metropoUiaii  district  but 
throughout  the  empire,  from  4d.  to  2d. — keeping  an  exact  account  of  the  amount 
received  and  the  number  of  letters  carried  at  4d.,  and  the  amount  received  and 
the  number  of  letters  carried  at  the  reduced  postage  of  2d.  He  should  lay  the 
result  of  that  inquiry  on  the  table  of  the  house,  and  it  would  theu  be  seen,  as 
far  as  tbe  experiment  went,  how  far  a  large  reduction  of  the  amount  of  postage 
would  or  would  not  increase  the  revenue,  and  tbe  question,  so  far  as  that  went, 
would  be  clearly  set  at  rest. — Sir  K.  Pkkl  wished  to  know  whether  it  was  pos¬ 
sible  to  combine  tbe  reduction  of  the  rate  of  postage  with  the  other  branch.  He 
raeanh  whether,  in  reducing  the  rste  of  postage  throughout  the  united  king¬ 
dom,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  unite  the  experhueut  of  stamped  covers. 
Would  it  not  be  possible,  be  asked,  to  combine  with  the  reduction  of  postage  an 
experiment  with  respect  to  the  general-post,  of  stamped  covers  also? — The 
Cha.vckllor  of  the  Exchcquih  said  the  answer  he  would  give  was  oue  which 
tUe  right  bpn.  barouet  would  probably  anticipate— they  would  try  the  experi¬ 
ment  first  ou  the  shorter  distances.  If  they  succeeded,  there  would  be  no  diffi¬ 
culty  in  applying  it  to  more  remote  distances,  but  they  ought  to  be  certain  that 
it* would  succeed  before  they  went  to  any  greater  extent.  He  did  not  wish  to 
s|^ak  disparagingly,  but  he  was  not  very  sanguine  as  to  its  success.  Tbe  expe 
rieuce  of  a  few  months  would,  however,  determine  that. —  In  answer  to  Mr  Clay, 
the  right  hen.  gentleman  said,  it  waa  intended  to  sell  tbe  stamped  covers  at 
twopence. 

A  sharp  conversation  of  a  personal  kind  (which  led  to  nothing)  afterwards  took 
place  as  to  whether  Mr  Harvey’s  name  was  to  be  placed  ou  the  pension  list  com¬ 
mittee.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  refused  to  answer  till  a  proper  tirnn 
rame.  Tbe  house  then  psuised  to  Mr  Harvey's  amendment  to  the  order  of  tbe 
day  for  an  instruction  to  the  committee  to  make  due  provision  in  tbe  civil  list 
Mil  for  the  protection  of  the  right  of  parliament  to  inquire  into  and  to  appropriate 
the  revenues  of  the  Ouchies  of  Cornwall  and  Lancaster.  After  Mr  Harvey  had 
made  hia  speech,  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Kxcliequer  his  reply,  tbe  Speaker 
interposed,  and  gave  it  as  bis  upiniou  tbat  sucb  an  umeudmeiit  could  not  regularly 
hd  put,  inssmuch  as  it  was  deciding  upon  the  right  of  the  house  to  appropriate 
part  of  the  hereditary  leveuues  of  the  crown  iii  an  intended  act  of  parliament,  a 
course  tbat  could  not  be  pursued  without  the  special  permission  of  the  Sovereign, 
signified  thruugli  the  minister  of  tbe  day.  This  decision  eniirelv  altered  the 
form  of  the  proceeding,  sod  Mr  Harvey,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr  Wsrburton,  in 
order  to  avoid  the  difficulty,  moved  the  adjournment  of  the  debate,  to  give 
ministers  time  to  obtain  tbe  consent  of  the  crown  to  the  prop«Hial  fur  the  inquiry 
into  end  appropriation  of  the  revenues  in  qiiesiioii.  Tbe  debate  was  then  continued, 
and  tbe  question,  in  fact,  was  treated  just  as  if  Mr  Harvey’s  original  amendment 
had  heeu  under  oonaideratioii.  The  chief  ground  upon  which  ministers  resisted 
the  propositioe  weathelthe  revennesof  the  Duchies  of  Core  wall  and  Lancaster,  but 
especially  the  Isat,  were,  end  always  had  lieen,  the  private  property  of  the 
crown ;  and  Mr  Baines  showed  in  what  way  it  had  dsscendvd  to  the  oooupants  of 
the  throne  from  the  time  of  Hearv'lV.  ]f,  however,  as  Lord  John  Rusaell 
nrgoed,  the  sovereign,  under  the  advice  of  her  ministers,  had  been  disposed  to 
place  this  property,  with  tbe  other  hereditary  revenues  of  the  crown,  In  the 
^ands  of  Parliament,  an  rquivnlent  must  hsve  been  given,  and  that  equivalent 
be  paid  by  the  people  out  of  the  ordleary  Uxes  would  have  been  yielded  by 
much  more  grudgingly  end  unwillingly  tkan  they  allowed  the  sovereign  to 
gnnfo  a  revenee  of  very  ancient  dale,  and  the  collection  of  which  they  did  not 
nuy  hardship.  One  point*  at  least,  in  relation  to  this  question,  the  public 
lUfllMOk  to  wtch  great  aatisfactiun.

The  proceeding  cootem plated  bv  ministers  would  put  an  end  [L^  John  Ru.^ii 
explained]  to  apprehensions  of  this  kind,  and  at  any  future  period  when 
civil  list  is  to  be  settled,  no  mystery  will  remain, and  the  revenues  of  the  dneh' 
may  either  be  preserved  or  exchanged,  a«  may  be  thought  expedient  o  ***

184:  majority.  132.— Mr  Harvey’s  amendment  having  been  thua  negatived  n?* 
honse  immediately  resolved  itself  into  the  committee  on  the  civil  li^t  bill  a'nd 
discussion  of  cousiderable  length  commenced  on  the  clause  fixing  385,g00f  *as 
sum  to  be  given  to  her  majesty  in  lieu  of  her  hereditary  revenues.— Mr* 
undertook  to  esLiblish  that  it  was  relatively  too  large,  by  comparing  the  hoii 
hold  establishment  nnd  the  cost  of  maintaining  it  at  the  pqMant  moment  wltb 
tbe  cost  in  the  year  1 702 ;  and  ha  moved  a  redaction  to  the  extent  of  om/

also  explained  in  what  way  the  apparent  increase  of  lO.OOOf.  objeoti^  to  bv 
Mr  Hawes,  was  to  bn  acconnted  for ;  but  Mr  Kemble,  although  a  **  Conservative  *' 
as  h«  boasted  himself,  expressed  his  determination  to  vote  with  those  who 
thought  that  Ministers  had  not  evinced  a  sufficient  regard  to  economy.  It  u  to 
be  remarked  that  throughout  tbe  whole  evening  the  Tories  maintained  th«  moat 
obstinate  silence,  not  one  leading  individual  on  the  opposition  benches  ventarinir 
to  open  his  lips,  although  they  could  not  avoid  dividiug  with  Ministers,  however 
unwilling  they  might  lie  tt»  give  them  any  assistance.— The  numbers  on  Mr 
Hume’s  amendment  were— for  it,  10;  against  it,  199:  mqjoriiy,  ISO.— A  ^ecoad 
division  occurred  on  the  amendment  of  Mr  Hawes,  for  reducing  the  sum  to  be 
granted  from  385,OOOL  to  375,000/.,  and  the  numbers  were  as  follow:— for  the 
amendment,  41  ;  Against  it,  173:  majority,  112. 

The  discussion  upou  Mr  (^rote’s  amendment  for  omitting  tbe  sum  of  l,20o/.  to 
be  allowed  aimually  to  her  Majesty  for  pensions  was  postponed  until  Monday; 
but  in  the  course  of  the  debate  upon  Mr  Hume's  amendment  the  (Chancellor  of 
the  Exch^iier  produced  some  minute  calculations  by  Mr  FinUyson,  establishing 
beyond  dispute  that  in  the  space  of  twenty  years  the  country  would  save  more 
than  33,000/.  by  the  projected  change.

LONDON.  DECEMBER  17.  1837. 

A  new  conspiracy  against  Louis  Philippe  has  been  discovered  in 
France,  and  discovered  in  a  very  singular  way.  The  chief  conspirator, 
landing  at  Boulogne,  drops  his  pocket-hook*  containing  ample  informa¬ 
tion  respecting  the  plot.  Called  to  pick  it  up*  he  refuses  to  do  to*  and 
walks  on.  (Considering  that  it  is  the  known  custom  of  the  Boulogne  offi. 
cers  to  make  every  one  open  his  pocket-book  in  their  presence*  this  said 
Huhert*‘the  new  regicide*  must  be  a  still  greater  fool  than  scotindrel. 
He  forms  a  portion  of  the  dregs  of  these  would-be  regicides,  more  ridi¬ 
culous  than  dangerous*  who  planned  what  is  called  the  plot  of  Neuilly. 
No  sooner  had  Hubert  taken  the  benefit  of  •the*  amnesty*  and  returned  to 
Paris,  than  he  openly  vaunted  his  unabated  to  the  King.  He 

was  put  in  prison  for  his  menaces,  but  let  out  as  a  braggart  fool.  Al¬ 
though  several  persons  are  implicated  by  the  notes  in  his  pocket-book, 
no  further  proof  has  yet  been  found  against  them.  Tbe  ministry  will 
send  him  before  the  assize  court  for  trial. 

We  find,  from  subsequent  accounts*  (hat  the  detection  of  this  new 
conspiracy  has  produced  little  or  no  sensation  in  Paris*  and  no  evil  effect 
on  the  funds.  The  discovery  would,  however*  it  was  expected*  tend 
much  to  strengthen  the  Government. 

The  last  Belgian  papers  announce  that  a  circumstance  has  occurred 
on  the  neutral  ground  of  Luxemburg*  which  may  lead  to  further  colli¬ 
sions  between  that  country  and  Holland.  The  King,  in  his  quality  of 
Grand  Duke  of  Luxemburg*  had  ordered  the  trees  of  a  wood  to  he  cut 
down  in  a  part  of  the  duchy  which  is  claimed  as  neutral  ground*  or 
which  is*  in  effect*  in  the  possession  of  the  Belgians.  The  local  authorities 
of  the  latter  remonstrated,  but*  having  no  force  to  resist*  referred  the 
affair  to  the  government,  and  it  has  since  become  a  matter  of  discussion 
in  the  Chambers  at  Brussels.  The  Prussian  garrison  of  Luxemburg*  on 
the  other  hand*  -caused  it  to  be  understood  that  they  would  assist  to  en¬ 
force  the  order  of  the  Grand  Ducal  Government.  In  the  Chamber 
several  of  the  members  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  measures  should  be 
taken  for  repelling  this  invasion  byfprce*  and  the  Belgian  minister  stated 
tiiat  government  would  be  prepar^  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  in¬ 
terests  and  dignity  of  the  country.  It  is  insinuated  that  the  King  of 
Holland  has  been  urged  to  this  step  by  the  Prussians*  who  would  thus 
take  vengeance  upon  the  Belgians  for  the  sympathy  manifested  by  the 
Belgian  clergy  towards  the  Archbishop  of  Cologne.  The  matter  im¬ 
mediately  in  dispute  is  of  small  conse<iuenoe ;  but  it  may  lead  to 
important  results. 

The  last  letters  from  Madrid  bring  no  news  of  importance,  Tbe  new 
Ministry  was  yet  uufurined,  though  it  was  obvious  the  old  one  could  not 
maintain  its  position  much  longer.  Much  importance  would  appear  to 
have  been  attached  to  the  expected  arrival  of  General  Cordova  and 
members  of  the  Estatuto  party*  as  they  were  believed  to  have  had 
parting  conferences  with  Louis  Philippe  and  his  Ministers. 

The  roads  were  intercepted  in  various  directions*  and  Estremadura 
was  overrun  by  the  Carlists.  It  was  well  known  that  Don  (^rlos  was 
actively  preparing  for  another  campaign  acroaa  the  Ebro. 

Advices  from  Frankfort  of  tbe  80th  ult.  announee  ibe  ditroisscl  of  cU 
the  professors  of  the  University  of  Gottingen  wlm  had  protested  against  ^ 
the  abrogation  of  the  Constitution.

That  hon.  and  learned  gentleman  re¬ 
quested  him  to  assure  the  meeting  that  nothing  would  have  afiorded  hiiu  greater 
pleasure  tlian  to  attend  this  meeting  ;  but  ho  had  made  arrangements  for  leaving 
fjondon  for  his  native  country,  and  ho  had  started  that  morning.  [Cheers.]” — 
After  a  speech  in  support  of  the  objects  of  the  meeting,  Mr  Uuncornbe  concluded 
by  saying—”  It  apiwared  to  him  that  the  Whigs  were  upon  their  last  legs.  He 
bad  no  doubt  that,  shortly  after  the  recess,  they  would  find  Uiemselves  in  aome 
party  scrape  or  other,  u^xm  some  t|uestiou  iu  which  the  people  were  not  in¬ 
terested.  The  Whigs  would  call  for  assistance  from  thu  people,  and  the  people 
would  say,  *  We  will  not  help  you  out  of  the  difficulty  which  you  have  got 
into.  You  deserted  us  when  you  might  have  assisted  ws;  you  betrayed  ns  when 
in  the  aenith  of  your  power;  you  must  now  fight  your  own  battles;  and  if  you 
fall  into  the  pit  you  have  dug  for  yourselves,  you  will  fall  there  unpiiied  and 
despised.  [Loud  cheers.]  Such,  in  his  opinion,  was  the  iate  of  thtf  W  higs,  and 
they  would  be  succeeded  by  a  'lorv  administration.  When  that  event  occurred, 
they  would  meet  in  that  room  to  concoct  measures  for  turning  out  a  Tory  ad- 
niioistration,  and  every  succeeding  administration,  till  the  people  had  got  one 
on  which  they  could  reposts  confidence  as  >iticere  and  honest  reformers.  [Im¬ 
mense  cheering.]” — After  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman,  the  immense  crowd 
quietly  dispers^. 

THE  REFORMERS  OF  LAMBETH. 

The  Reformers  of  LamhiMb  dined  together  on  Wedoe^day  evening  at  the 
White  Hart  Tavern,  Keunington,  to  celebrate  the  return  ot  Benjamin  Hawes, 
Ksa.,  aod  the  Ritibt  Hon.  C.  T.  D’Eyncourt,  as  representatives  for  the  borough. 
J.  M'Leod,  Esq.  tu  the  chair.  A  most  excellent  dinner,  coiuprising  every  delicacy 
of  the  season,  was  served  up.  and  no  expense  spared  to  contribute  to  the  enjoy- 
roeut  of  the  company.  The  doth  having  been  removed,  the  Chaiimau  proposed 
the  customary  toasts,  and  in  giving  alterwards,  **  The  extension  of  the  fiauchise, 
vote  by  ballot,  and  a  shorter  duration  of  parliaments”  (which  was  drunk  with 
three  times  three  and  one  cheer  more),  be  observed  that  unless  Lord  John 
Russell  chaoged  his  opinions  he  hoped  that  he  would  be  removed  from  thu 
administration.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  healths  of  the  nieuibers  were  then  given,  and 
Mr  Hawes,  in  acknowl^giiig  the  toast,  said  that  **  when  his  bon.  friend  intimated 
a  desire  that  the  present  ministry  sltouSd  be  removed  from  power,  ho  must 
eaiudidly  tell  them  that  he  could  not  respond  to  that  sentiment.  He  could  not 
lie  brought  to  throw  out  the  pre.-eiit  administration  until  he  was  satisfied  that  he 
could  replace  them  with  a  better.  He  regretted  the  declaration  of  laird  John 
Russell.  He  had  the  greatest  re^pect  for  that  noble  lord.  'I'lie  noble  lord  had 
been  for  years  opposed  to  the  enemies  of  the  people  and  to  ibe  power  of  the 
court,  and  that  independent  conduct  had  procured  for  him  the  confidence  of  the 
people.  He  (Mr  Hawes)  was  one  of  those  who  .'inticipated  that  at  the  com- 
meocement  of  the  present  session  an  enlarged  principle  of  political  action  would 
have  been  adopted  by  the  ministry;  for  he  saw  that  a  great  iinpediuieiit  which 
bud  been  iu  their  way  was  removed,  and  that  they  would  have  acted  iu  a  manner 
consistent  with  their  principles.  He  luuKt,  however,  admit,  with  regard  to  the 
declaration  of  Lord  John  Russell,  that  there  was  in  it  nothing  iiiconststeut  with 
liis  previous  opinions,  for  be  bad  never  declared  in  favour  of  thohe  measures 
which  be  bad  declared  against  iu  b^s  unfortunate  spei  ch  on  the  first  night  the 
parliament  met.  He  did  not  mean  to  defend  that  speech  ;  but  he  gave  ministers 
credit  as  far  as  they  went  with  him.  He  did  not  wi.-h  to  he  classed  with  those 
who  thought  that  the  past  should  be  forgotten,  through  indignation  at  the  present ; 
it  was  contrary  to  bis  nature  to  entertain  such  an  opinion — he  was  not  a  party 
man,  be  would  continue  to  vote  fur  those  measures  upon  which  they  had  set 
their  hearts,  and  the  niinisU^r  who  thought  that  his  declaration  would  stifle  the 
public  sentiment  in  their  favour  would  find  that  it  would  have  quite  a  contrary 
effect.  (Cheers.)  What  hut  the  declaration  which  had  been  uiade  bad  brought 
the  people  together,  aud  stiiunlateU  them  to  renewed  exertion.  (Cheers.)” — Mr 
C  T.  D’Eyucourt  next  spoke.  He  told  the  meeting—*'  They  bad,  to  usclh  hackuied 
expression,  arrived  at  a  great  crisis.  Cobbett  used  to  say  be  was  tired  of  for 
ever  living  in  a  crisis.  But  if  ever  there  was  a  crisis,  it  was  at  ibe  present 
moiDcnt ;  aud  be  did  not  hesitate  to  give  it  as  bis  opinion  that  it  was  imptissible 
the  present  state  of  things  could  go  oii.  (Cheers.)  It  was  impossible  that  the 
grea%current  of  public  opinion  should  po  m  one  direction,  aud  the  feeling  of 
parliament  aud  of  miuisters  should  move  in  the  opposite  direction,  without  some 
great  catastrophe.  (Cheers.^  It  was  tberetore  incumbent  on  the  people  of 
England  to  developu  their  opinion— (Cheers)— and  to  dei  lare  Speedily  what  they 
considered  iiecess.iry  for  the  good  government  1  f  (he  ii  ttion,  and  that  must  he 
speedily  the  law  of  the  land.  (Cheers.)  He  cared  not  what  miiiisti'r,  or  what 
noble  lord,  might  denounce  the  ballot,  or  triennial  porliauieiits  ;  if  the  minister 
were  an  intelligent  man  he  would  yield  to  the  ufiiuion  of  the  couutry  as  the 
noble  lord  (J.  Russell)  had  been  already  seeu  to  do.  (Cheers.)  He  honoured 
him  for  having  done  so.  The  noble  lord  had  oucu  been  opposed  to  all  reform, 
lliey  all  recollected  thu  declaration  :ibout  new'  lamps  tor  old  lumps.  S'et  the 
noble  lord  lived  tu  repudiate  the  mistaken  sentiments  of  his  vn-iith.  (Cheers.; 
If  the  people  of  England  expressed  their  sentiments  boldly  and  unequivocally, 
the  same  noble  lord,  wbo  well  knew  tbe  people  of  England  when  they  desired  it 
should  be  governed  ageording  to  their  own  opinions,  might  bn  the  very  orpau  of 
those  measures  iu  the  cnmuiuns'  Iiouh;  of  parliament.  (Cheers.)  Be  that  as  if 
may,  there  were  other  men.  (Renewed  cheering.)  But  he  (Mr  D’Kyiicuiirt) 
wished  tbe  nuhlo  lord  and  ttic  present  udmiuihtration  drawn  tu  the  cnnclusiuut 
to  wbirh  tbe  people  had  arrived.  He  begged  Refuriners  t(»  i  (m.sider  the  state  of 
the  present  House  of  Commons,  and  if  they  did.  they  would  agree  with  him, 
that  they  should  tolerate  liie  present  n;inistry.”—Mr  Hawes  afterwards  proposed 
the  health  of  the  Chainuaii,  winch  tUvt'geiitleman  acknowledged  in  an  appropriate 
•peecli.  After  which,  a  few  coiupliineiitary  toasts  having  been  given, the  company 
•e|Nirate4.

Lord  Rodkm  and  thx  Inpidkl  Guvernmcnt.— Two  of  the  Belfast 
Tory  papers  have  been  forced  to  break  silence  in  reference  to  the  alleged 
inisrepurt  of  Lord  Roden’s  speech  at  the  Belfast  Conservative  Dinner 
The  Chronicle  says  that  it  copied  i  ho  portion  of  the  report  in  question 
from  the  Tinxea^  and  that,  upon  reference  to  the  notes  of  its  reporter  it 

finds  that  the  language  used  by  the  noble  lord  was  to  this  effect: _ ***  R 

would  be  madness  to  do  so  (to  blind  the  eye  to  the  danger  of  Protein 
tants)  when  we  see  the  government  leagued  with  a  faction,  aod  driving 
them  on  to  the  destruction  of  Protestant  life  and  properly.”  This 
surely,  is  infinitely  worse  than  the  language  repudiated.  Want  of 
faith  may  be  a  fault,  but  it  is  not  an  indictable  offence.  But  lure 
is  that  alleged  against  ministers  which,  if  true,  would  call  for  their 
instant  impeachment.  The  abettors  of  plunder  and  of  murder  they 
are  described  to  be  in  a  correct  report  of  Lord  Roden’s  speech! 
Surely  his  Lordship  should  again  be  put  to  the  question  In  his  ptsce  in 
Parliament.  The  UUler  Times  takes  care  nut  to  peril  one  of  its  patrons 
a  second  time.

Ilia  House  of  Commons  met  to<day  at  twelve. — The  Spkakkr  then 
acquainted  the  house  that  John  Kelly  and  others,  petitioners  against  the 
return  fur  the  borough  of  Po:  (.triington,  and  that  of  John  Sharpe  and 
others,  petitioners  against  the  return  for  the  City  of  London,  had  not 
entered  into  the  required  recognizances,  and  that  therefore  the  order  for 
taking  their  petitions  into  consideration  must  be  discharged. — [There 
are  two  petitions  presented  against  the  return  for  the  City  of  London,  in 
one  of  which  the  recognizances  have  been  duly  perfected.] 

The  report  of  the  civil  list  committee  was  brought  up  and  received. 
On  the  motion  that  the  liouse  do  go  into  committee  on  the  Duchess  of 
Keat's  annuity  bill,  a  long  argument  took  place  between  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  and  Mr  Goulburn,  on  the  subject  of  the  6,000/.  a  year 
which  was  granted  for  the  education  of  the  Princess  Victoria.  The  latter 
honourable  gentleman  urged  that  the  grant  of  6  000/.  a^yesr  no 
hanger  existed,  and  that  if  the  annuity  of  her  royal  highness  was 
made  30,000/.  a<year,  the  new  grant  was  for  14,000/.  and  not  fur  8,000/. 
The  proper  course  to  have  been  pursued,  he  considered,  was  this— that 
all  the  old  acts  on  the  subject  should  have  been  repealed,  and  a  new  hill 
framed  for  the  grant  of  30,000/.  a  year,  fiHinded  on  a  resolution  of  the 
house.  — Sir  E.  Suooxk  took  the  same  view  of  the  matter,  and  thought 
the  bill  could  not  be  received  in  its  present  shape. — The  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  admitted  that  the  course  propu.sed  would  be  the  better 
one  to  pursue. 

The  house  then  went  into  committee,  for  the  purpo.se  of  discharging 
the  order  of  the  day  for  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  ;  and  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  gave  notice  for  a  new  resolution,  that  tfie 
present  income  of  the  Dncliess  of  Kent  do  cease  and  determine,  and  that 
22J)004  added  to  the  8,000/,  be  granted,  making  oue  annuity  ol  30,000/. 
The  resolution  to  be  considered  on  Monday.  — Some  other  business  a  as 
transacted,  and  the  house  then  adjourned. 

—  The  apparent  weekly  increase  in  the  last  bills  of  mortality  is  3,002; 
this,  however,  arises  from  the  fact  that  many  of  the  parish  clerks,  who 
neglect  making  their  returns  regularly,  have  sent  in  tlic  arrears  for  this, 
the  last  weekly  returnsof  the  year.  These  documents,  then,  unless  better 
managed  in  future,  can  hardly  be  looked  on  as  quite  accurate.

New  Poor  Law  Riots. —  The  operatives  of  Leicestershire,  particu- 
larly  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Loughborough  and  Sheepshead  (dinriots 
111  which  the  manufacture  of  lace  and  hi>si«nrv  is  carrie<i  on  to  a  consider¬ 
able  extent),  being  plunged  into  a  deplorable  state  of  distress  from  the 
depression  of  trade,  have  been  compelled  to  seek  relief  from  the  guar¬ 
dians  of  the  unions  formed  in  that  neighbourhood.  The  application  for 
such  reliel  has  letl  to  serious  riots  in  that  place,  which,  together  with 
l^ughhorough,  has  b^n  in  a  state  of  great  excitement  all  the  week.  The 
riots  commenced  on  luesday,and  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  call  in 
the  military  from  Nottingham.  It  appears  that  the  New  Poor  I.aw  Bill 
IS  held  in  as  utter  detestation  in  Leicestershire  as  in  Yorkshire  and  Lan- 
cashire ;  and  the  principal  cause  of  these  disturbances,  we  understand 
from  private  letters,  is,  that  the  operatives  believe  that  under  one  of  the 
clauses  of  the  New  Poor  Law  Bill  they  will  be  compelled  to  inhabit  the 
new  Bastiles  instead  of  receiving  out-di>or  relief,  in  case  of  a  toul  stop- 
page  of  trade,  by  being  thrown  out  of  employment.

Alice  Trif'gMf  a  notorious  iiiqststor,  was  finally  examiued,  charged  by  Mie 
Maiy  Frances  Park,  of  No.  .’12  Bedford  kquare,  dauchtrr-iiivlaw  of  Judge 
Park,  with  having  uhtuiiied  hulf>a>Movereigii  under  the  lollowingriicumstaares. 
Mrs  Park,  having  Lecii  sworn,  sluteil,  tliat,  on  the  ellst  of  August  last,  the 
prisoner  culled  at  her  house,  and  as  she  was  aUmt  to  enter  her  carriage  the 
prisoner  accosted  her  and  represented  that  she  was  lar  ailvaiiced  in  iiregi^ty, 
of  which  she  bore  every  uppearance,  ami  that  site  had  a  letter  of  aamiseioM  lu 
the  Westminster  Lyingdn  llowuital,  but  having  pltwlged  all  her  baby-lineit, 
she  was  unable  to  go  there.  She  clung  to  the  area  railings,  and  teemi^  to  he 
in  great  agony,  and  witness,  tearing  the  ciNiarqiiencea,  handed  her  a  half- 
sovereign,  and  ordereil  her  butler  to  send  her  immediately  in  a  cabriolet  to 
the  Westminster  Hospital,  and  {sty  all  ex|»eiisos,  and  a  letter  was  also  for¬ 
warded  by  her  requesting  tlia  matron  to  receive  her.— William  Hale,  tlui 
Imtler,  corruburateu  this  evidence.— Edward  Ouston,  a  catMlriver,  31 L  of 
No.  lA  Windmill  street,  Tottenham  cNniit  road,  staled  that  on  the  aflernoiHi 
of  the  3i»  t  of  August  he  was  celled  oft'  the  stand  in  Tottenham  court  road, 
aad  ordered  to  drive  to  No.  32  Bedford  square,  and  on  his  arrival  in  Bedford 
street,  he  saw  the  prisoner  snmsirted  by  a  lady.  She  ap|ieurvd  to  lie  in  great 
agony,  and  t hey  had  great  diffu  nlty  iu  getting  lier  into  the  cab.  The  ladyr 
ordered  wituess  to  diive  iiii»tuotiy  to  the  VVestmiiisier  HoepitaL  On  hie 
arrivel  near  Crown  street,  i^ho,  the  prisoner  soened  to  recover  IrereeH*,  aed 
said,  “  Stop  !  Here  ehe  is.  I  em  nrH  si»  had  es  the  lady  thought  1  wae.** 
(Ill  which  shejunqied  out  of  the  cah.  end  j«iineil  eiiother  women.  She  said  to 
wilnese,  “  It  is  imly  a  stall  of).**— Mr  Luing:  What  did  she  mean  a  stall 

off  ? _ Witneee  :  1  suppose  a  plant ;  that  she  was  not  so  bad  as  she  effected  to 

be,  your  worship.  She  then  said,  “  V<>ii  shall  take  a  glass  of  gin.  1  sup(*ose 
you  are  up  to  Ira;).  It  will  he  all  sate.”  Shu  tmik  him  and  the  wuiaair  Hito  a 
gill  eho|i,  and  treated  them  to  gin,  eaying  they  might  have  rw  ruauh  ae  they 
fileased,  and  changed  half-a-sovereign.

ACCIDENTS.  OFFENCES,  J-c. 

Twektt-«Evek  Lives  lost. — On  Wednesday,  about  ten  in  the  fore¬ 
noon,  another  of  those  dreadful  accidents  which  hare  too  frequently  occurred 
in  colliery  districts,  took  place  at  Sprio^well  Colliery,  near  Wreckenton,  about 
four  miles  from  Newcastle,  the  property  of  Lord  Rarensworth  and  partners,  by 
which  twenty-seren  men  and  boys  unfortunately  lost  their  lives.  The  melan¬ 
choly  catastrophe  took  place  at  the  time  when  the  men  were  chan^rin^  shifts, 
which  is  the  more  to  be  deplored,  as  both  sets  thereby  lost  their  lives.  Had 
it  occurred  a  short  time  earlier  or  later,  ene  portion  of  the  sufferers  would  have 
been  out  of  the  pit  and  safe.  At  the  time  the  explosion  twk  place  there  were 
about  ninety  men  in  the  colliery,  workin|t  in  separate  districts,  namely,  twenty- 
nine  in  the  near  district,  where  the  explosion  happened,  all  of  whom  were 
killed,  except  two  boys:  and  sixty-one  in  the  east  district,  about  half  a  mile 
further  from  the  slialL  Mr  Southern,  the  viewer,  Mr  Lw,  the  under-viewer, 
Mr  Steel,  overman,  and  an  apprentice,  named  Sinclair,  had  very  narrow 
escapes ;  they  had  left  the  district  about  150  yards  when  th^  were  all  knocked 
down  by  the  force  of  the  blast,  but  soon  after  recovered.  Three  horses  were 
also  killed ;  but  althout(h  the  force  of  the  explosion  was  so  dreadful,  compa¬ 
ratively  little  daauq^e  is  done  to  the  workinjfs  of  the  inine.  Very  soon  after 
the  explosion  the  atmospheric  air  was  got  into  the  workings,  and  several  of  the 
bodies  of  the  unfortunate  sufferers  were  found  in  a  most  dreadfully  scorched 
state.  All  of  them  had  been  brought  to  hank  on  Thursday  atlernoon,  before 
the  inquest  was  held,  except  two  boys,  who  are  supposed  to  be  under  a  part  of 
the  roof  which  had  fallen.  The  colliery  was  generally  considered  very  safe 
since  Uie  opening  of  an  upeest  shaft.  On  Thursday  an  inquest  was  held  at 
the  Springwell  Inn,  near  the  colliery,  behire  Michael  Hall,  Esq.,  coroner,  on 
the  liodies  of  James  Henderson  and  Joseph  Mason,  two  of  the  sufferers, 
whose  bodies  had  been  removed  into  Gateshead  parish  ;  another  inquest  will 
he  held  on  the  bodies  lying  in  Washington  and  Wreckenton  parishes.  After 
the  coroner  had  made  a  few  observations  on  the  evidence  adduced,  the  Jury 
retired  for  a  few  minutes,  and  returned  with  a  verdict  of  Accidental  death.  *

lalf-a-<.'rown,  which  is  still  to  he  the  highest  sum  demanded 
for  the  Registry  of  any  Foreign  l.«tter  in  this  Country.  For 
example,  a  Single  Registered  Letter  from  IxHidon  to  Paris  will 
be  charged  two  British  and  two  French  rates,  making  the 
total  sum  in  the  two  Countries  3s.  4d.,  instead  of  the  present 
charge  of  5s. ;  a  double  Letter  will  be  liable  to  6s.  Kd.,  Instead 
of  7s.  6d. :  and  a  treble  Letter,  to  Ids.  being  the  present 
amount ;  and  fur  Letters  pbove  that  clau  the  Half-Croum  will 
continue  in  operation  ih  mis  Country  instead  of  the  system  of 
Double  Postal,  which  would  then  b^me  the  most  ex  pensive. 
As  the  optional  payment  does  not  apply  to  Registered  Letters, 
the  whole  amount  of  P(wUge  chargeable  in  England  and  in 
France  upon  such  Letters  mutt  be  paid  at  the  time  they  are 
put  into  the  Post  in  either  country.
